Presented is the text of House of Eepresentatives 
Bill 1986, a bill to aaend the Education of the Handicapped Act to 
provide tutorial and related instructional services for homebound 
children through the employment of college students, particularly 
veterans and other students who tjbemselves are handicapped. Described 
are requirements of local and state educational agencies in proposing 
and requesting federal assistance for a tutorial instructional 
assistance program. Principles for determining state allotments are 
described.
